enabling her to sleep comfortably, and tiie 
members of which pilot her cliildren across 
the traffic crowded streets on their way to. 
school? How mucli does his linn pay for 
the maintenance of the streets and parks 
which make it so much more a desirable 
place in which to live? How mucli does the 
big-town dealer pay toward keeping up the 
local chamber of commerce, the local schools 
and our churches? 

Some times these agents do undersell the 
local merchant. But it usually happens that 
their product is soon found to be inferior in 
quality. But the salesman has gone on, and 
there is no recourse. Standard products 
nowadays have standard prices. The day 
of the nationally-advertised article is here. 
Your home-town merchant sells such goods, 
which usually carry a guarantee of service, 
as cheaply as the big-town dealer. Lower 
price tags mean sacrifice in quality. 

Any small city can grow and prosper if 
its citizens are loyal to home institutions. 


read a statement by Senator Glass of Vir- 
ho said: “In my experience of 28 
congress I’ve never known a speech 

to change a vote.” 

While that is a rather broad assertion, it 
is practically true. A large percentage of 
the speeches printed in the Congressional j 
Record are just so much hot air. Many of 
them are written out and punted for dis¬ 
tribution “back home” for the purpose of 
impi’essing the voters with the great states¬ 
manship of their authors. 

Aside from a very few notable exceptions, 
the sole aim in the life of senators and con¬ 
gressmen is to get re-elected.

They are think¬ 
ing alvvays about what the constituents will 
say, and vote accordingly, regardless of any¬ 
body’s speech.
